To;  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  Flaxton  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  In  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  1958  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  District. 

Our  birth  rate  Isa  little  higher  than  that  for  the  country  as  a whole,  our  death  rate 
Is  a little  lower,  and  those  other  rates  which  are  taken  to  be  a measure  of  health  compare 
favourably  also. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year,  and  after  two  years  In  which  no  case  of 
poliomyelitis  occurred,  one  case  in  1958  spoiled  the  record.  This  case  was  a child,  registered 

for  vaccination,  but  owing  to  other  hospital  appointments,  had  been  unable  to  attend  on  the  date 
offered. 


Late  In  1952,  Immunisation  against  whooping  cough  was  adopted  as  an  official  policy  in  the 
Riding,  and  the  notified  Incidence  over  the  subsequent  6 years  has  fallen  to  one  quarter  of  that 
In  the  preceding  similar  period.  Whilst  this  may  not  mean  that  the  actual  Incidence  has 

fallen  to  such  an  extent,  at  least  It  means  that  If  cases  occur,  they  are  so  mild  as  to  be 
undiagnosed  as  whooping  cough. 

Pulmonary  tuberculosis  notifications  have  remained  stationary  over  the  last  few  years, 
although  deaths  from  tuberculosis  have  fallen  measurably.  This  trend  points  to  the  effect- 

iveness of  treatment,  provided  the  case  Is  discovered  early,  but  much  remains  to  be  done  before 
we  can  be  satisfied  with  the  position. 

The  district  Is  undergoing  considerable  change  in  population  distribution,  as  vast 
housing  estates  are  being  erected  by  private  enterprise.  This  trend  necessitates  a continual 
review  of  the  services  provided  by  the  County  council  in  the  area,  and  when  changes  have  been 
needed,  e.g.  to  the  nursing  areas  and  establishment,  in  the  pregnancy  and  Infant  welfare  clinics, 
these  have  been  carried  out.  One  difficulty  that  has  arisen  lies  In  the  fact  that  as  these 
housing  estates  grow,  such  premises  as  village  halls  or  other  community  centres  do  not  appear  at 
the  same  time,  or  existing  premises  become  earmarked  for  extra  school  classes,  with  the  result 
that  accommodation  for  Infant  welfare  clinics  cannot  be  found.  This  rapid  development  of 

parts  of  the  District  has,  of  course.  Important  repercussions  on  our  system  of  water  mains, 
sewerage  services,  and  refuse  collection,  which  In  a similar  way  require  to  be  reviewed 
constantly  less  they  prove  inadequate.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


A comprehensive  Domestic  Help  Service  is  in  operation  throughout  the  area,  and  arrangements 
for  assistance  can  be  made  through  the  County  Area  Health  Office,  Manor  Road,  Easlngwold.

Applicants  for  Domestic  Help  are  Informed  that  a standard  hourly  charge  Is  In  force,  but 
they  are  all  offered  the  opportunity  of  being  assessed  according  to  financial  circumstances.  The 
charges  paid  vary  from  the  maximum  of  3/-  per  hour  down  to  the  minimum  charge  of  5/"  per  week. 
Assistance  can  be  provided  for  up  to  1(4  hours  In  any  week,  but  the  number  of  hours  granted  Is  dependent 
on  the  circumstances  of  each  Individual  case.  Priority  Is  given  to  the  provision  of  help  In  cases 
of  domiciliary  confinement,  and  cases  of  this  nature  normally  continue  for  two  weeks.  In  the 
Flaxton  area  there  Is  considerable  demand  for  assistance  to  cases  of  aged  and  chronic  sick  persons, 
and  these  cases  are  usually  of  long  duration, 

INFANT  WELFARE  CEMTRES 

The  vrfiole  area  Is  served  either  by  static  clinics.  In  the  major  parishes  or  by  attendance  of 
the  Mobile  Clinic. 

The  county  Council  continues  to  be  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  Welfare  Foods  and 
much  of  the  structure  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  Is  abolished.  By  utilising  voluntary  helpers  at 

these  clinics  and  by  the  very  welcome  co-operation  of  several  tradesmen  In  the  area,  the  efficient 
supply  of  these  foods  has  been  maintained  at  very  little  cost  to  the  ratepayer. 
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M/iTERNITY  HOSPITALS 

Admissions  are  arranged  by  a person's  own  doctor.  Booking  clinics  are  held  each  Friday,

CARE  COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  meets  quarterly  at  Easlngwold  under  the  chairmanship  of  Lady  Celia  Mllnes-Coates, 
and  assists  those  cases  of  tuberculosis  within  the  whole  Bulmer  area.  Funds  are  provided  by  the 

County  Council  to  cover  expenditure  of  the  Committee.  Monetary  grants  cannot  be  made,  but 

assistance  in  the  purchase  of  clothing,  fuel  and  food  is  given. 

The  County  Council,  In  addition,  provide  free  of  cost,  one  pint  of  milk  per  day  to  such  cases 
of  tuberculosis  as  the  Chest  Physician  recommends.

Free  Immunisation  is  available.  Your  own  Doctor  will  carry  out  the  immunisation  free

ANIMAL  REPORT  FX3R  1958 
To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Flaxton  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1958. 

The  year  has  not  been  eventful  for  any  particular  problem  or  difficulty.  The  difficulty  of 
staffing  remained  with  us  throughout  the  year,  but  there  was  prospect  of  some  appreciable  ln^iroveraent  In 
the  early  part  of  1959. 

Generally  speaking,  the  services  provided  by  your  Council  have  been  reasonably  well  maintained. 

All  properties  throughout  the  rural  district  have  available  a piped  supply  of  water,  and  there  are  very 
few  properties  which  have  not  taken  advantage  of  It.  There  has  been  no  necessity  for  any  extension, 

and  broadly  there  has  been  no  shortage  of  water.  There  have  been  no  Incidents  which  have  given 

rise  to  any  contamination  or  fear  of  contamination  or  loss  of  quality. 

Similarly  with  sewerage,  there  are  very  few  parishes  now  without  a modern  sewerage  system  and 
sewage  disposal  plant.  Work  on  the  Sand  Hutton  scheme  has  continued  to  proceed  extremely  slowly 
throughout  the  year,  owing  to  the  very  bad  ground  conditions.  Upon  completion  of  this  scheme,  in 

the  whole  of  the  area  there  will  be  only  three  parishes  not  sewered.  One  of  them.  Lining,  has  had 

a scheme  prepared  and  approved  by  the  Ministry,  but  Is  held  up  by  the  authority  with  v\*iom  this  scheme  Is 
Joint.  It  was  suggested  to  the  Ministry  by  the  Council  some  two  or  three  years  ago  thot  there  was 

much  to  commend  approval  of  a separate  scheme  for  Lining,  but  the  Ministry  continued  to  favour  the  Joint 
proposal.  The  other  two  parishes,  Towthorpe  and  Bossall  with  Buttercrambe,  are  really  too  scattered 
to  enable  sewerage  to  be  effective  and  economical. 

The  refuse  collection  service,  operating  as  It  does  throughout  every  parish  In  the  district.  Is  a 
weekly  service,  and  there  Is  also  a weekly  salvage  collection  service.  These  services  have  been 

maintained  without  complaint  throughout  the  year,  apart  from  the  minor  complaints  which  always  arise  from 
time  to  time  from  small  Isolated  Individual  difficulties. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  private  house  building  boom  has  continued  with  Increased  vigour,  and  this 
Is  giving  rise  to  the  overloading  of  your  services  In  many  places.  Work  upon  enlargement  of  sewerage 

schemes  has  been  commenced  during  the  year  at  Skelton  and  at  Osbaldwlck,  and  a start  was  made  upon  the 
extensions  of  schemes  at  Strensall,  Haxby  and  New  Earswick  during  the  current  year  1959.  If,  however, 
the  rate  of  building  proceeds  at  the  present  level,  further  extensions  will  have  to  be  put  In  hand,  and 
I refer  to  this  a little  more  fully  under  the  heading  “Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal",  For  the  same 
reason,  I am  very  concerned  as  to  the  possibility  of  a serious  shortage  of  water  developing,  due  only  to 
the  lack  of  capacity  of  the  mains  at  Skelton  and  Rawcllffe,  and  I think  this  Justifies  the  most  active 
and  urgent  attention  of  your  Council  If  considerable  hardship  Is  to  be  avoided.  I say  this,  bearing 
In  mind  particularly  the  length  of  time  which  always  of  necessity  ensues  In  agreeing  and  completing  any 
scheme  of  this  kind. 

The  refuse  removal  service  Is  also  becoming  overloaded  by  reason  of  the  Increasing  number  of 
properties  to  be  dealt  with,  and  has  necessitated  Increasing  overtime  working  and  augmentation  of  the 
service  vAilch,  during  the  year  1959,  may  well  reach  the  sta.ge  when  a reorganisation  of  the  service  will 
be  necessary  on  the  grounds  of  general  economy. 

18  houses  were  In  course  of  erection  during  the  year,  15  of  which  were  completed  by  December  31st. 
This,  of  course,  comprises  a very  considerable  curtailment  of  your  normal  housing  programme,  necessitated 
by  the  reduction  of  grants  being  made  available  by  the  Government.  A number  of  authorities,  I believe, 
have  continued  a certain  amount  of  building  without  grant  aid,  which  will  of  course  result  In  comparatively 
high  rents  for  the  houses  nev/ly  erected,  or  If  rents  are  pooled,  an  increase  of  rent  In  all  existing 
properties.  Nevertheless,  the  number  of  outstanding  housing  applications  Is  not  Increasing.  This, 

without  doubt,  Is  effected  by  your  decision  to  refuse  applications  unless  and  until  the  applicant  has  been 
resident  In  the  area  of  the  Council  for  a period  of  not  less  than  5 years.  It  does  seem  necessary  to 
me.  In  connection  with  this  question  of  housing,  that  with  the  curtailment  of  the  building  programme.  It 
Is  necessary  to  bear  In  mind  that  In  effect  the  Local  Authority  have  either  ceased  to  be  a housing 
authority  or  have  become  a very  much  more  minor  housing  authority,  being  concerned  only  with  keeping  a 
list  of  applicants  from  whom  can  be  chosen  the  most  deserving  cases  to  fill  the  odd  houseswhlch  are 
vacated  by  existing  tenants  each  year. 

A matter  of  some  concern  to  me,  and  one  upon  which  I have  from  time  to  time  reported  to  the 
Council,  Is  that  with  the  considerable  activity  which  takes  place  In  this  Council's  area,  being  Immed- 
iately adjacent  as  It  Is  to  a larger  city,  with  Its  limitation  of  staff,  the  effectiveness  of  Inspection 
and  supervision  may  fall  far  short  of  the  standard  one  normally  expects  to  be  reached  In  a responsible 
local  authority.  A great  deal  of  responsibility  rests  upon  local  government  In  many  diverse  matters. 

Repeated  changes  of  staff,  often  very  Inexperienced,  together  with  far  more  than  an  average  amount  of  work 
devolving  upon  them  Is,  In  my  view,  a most  unfortunate  If  not  dangerous  combination.  This,  as  I see  It, 

Is  particularly  highlighted  In  the  vast  bu.ldlng  programme  which  takes  place  In  the  area  by  private  enter- 
prise, and  well  over  £1,CX)0,000  worth  of  building  work  took  place  during  the  year  under  review.  This,  In 
Itself,  apart  from  the  multitudinous  other  duties  v/hich  devolve  upon  the  comparatively  small  staff,  can  be 
reasonably  said  to  demand  a substantial  body  of  fully  experienced  officers  If  maximum  efficiency  Is  to  be 
achieved  In  the  observance  of  all  the  various  building  and  other  byelaws  for  the  administration  of  which 
the  local  authority  Is  responsible.  I m'-’Jce  this  comment  not  In  any  sense  by  way  of  complaint,  but 
merely  as  a comment  expressing  anxiety  that  the  local  authority  should  fulfil  Its  responsibilities 
effectively  and  well. 

I would  express,  as  I have  done  on  so  many  previous  occasions,  my  very  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Council,  and  to  all  the  members,  for  their  kindness  to  me,  and  tolerance,  in  the  work  of 
the  department  with  which  1 am  concerned.  The  understanding  help  and  co-operation  of  the  Council  are 

matters  viilch  not  only  I personally,  but  all  the  staff  of  my  department,  appreciate  considerably.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


All  properties  in  the  Council's  areahave  a piped  water  supply  available  In  the  highway 
nearest  to  them,  and  It  Is  true  to  say  that  there  are  very  few  properties  In  the  area  the  owners 
of  which  have  not  takef' advantage  of  this  supply.  Not  a few  of  these  properties  outstanding  are 

properties  having  demolition  orders  on  them  and  they  will  ultimately  be  cleared.  A small  nvnnber 
of  the  remainder  are  set  vrell  back  from  the  highway,  and  the  cost  of  providing  tlie  long  service 
pipe  Is  a discouraging  feature  for  obtaining  supplies,  but  I consider  that  the  picture  generally 
Is  very  satisfactory  Indeed. 

The  matter  giving  me  the  greatest  concern  In  connection  with  water  supply,  as  I have 
mentioned  In  the  Introduction  to  this  report.  Is  the  possibility  of  shortage  due  to  overloading  by 
additional  connections.  The  rate  of  building  Is  unusually  high,  and  undoubtedly  the  capacities 

of  existing  mains  are  being  stretched  to  their  utmost.  This  Is  particularly  so  at  Skelton  and 

Rawcllffe,  and  the  only  reason  they  are  obtaining  any  water  at  all  today  is  due  entirely  to  the  fact 

that  the  Council  put  In  the  6"  booster  main  along  the  Helmsley  Road,  and  linked  this  back  Into  the 

Skelton  service  some  years  ago.  Despite  this  Inter-llnklng,  the  position  Is  now  becoming  very 

serious.  Since  this  work  was  done,  almost  500  houses  have  been  built  and  occupied  In  these  two 
parishes,  and  this  will  Increase  the  demand  for  water  by  somev/here  In  the  region  of  35,000  gallons 
per  day.  This  does  not  t^e  Into  account  the  fact  that  there  Is  an  appreciable  Industrial  user 

in  the  parish  of  Rawcllffe,  consumption  at  which  Is  continually  Increasing  with  the  expansion  of 
business.  In  addition,  there  Is  a hospital  In  the  parish  of  Skelton,  and  Institutions  of  this 

kind  are  tending  always  to  Increase  demand.  Furthermore,  there  Is  In  course  of  erection  at  the 

present  tine  a model  Slaughterhouse  which  nay  well  be  killing  In  the  region  of  300  or  1*00  animals  per 
week,  and  the  consumption  of  water  at  these  parishes  will  be  no  minor  Item.  This,  of  course. 

Ignores  the  Increasing  demand  on  the  York  Waterworks  company's  mains  before  they  reach  these  two 
parishes,  and  I fear  that  an  acute  shortage  may  develop  with  very  little  warning.  The  augmenta- 
tion of  this  supply  Is  one  which  Justifies  the  most  urgent  consideration.  This  problem  Is 
unfortunately  becoming  Involved  by  reason  of  the  proposed  reglonallsatlon  of  water.  As  I have 
pointed  out  to  your  Council,  the  local  authority  must  continue  to  accept  full  responsibility  for 
meeting  the  needs  and  requirements  of  their  area  without  regard  to  the  possibility  or  even  probability 
of  alterations  of  this  kind,  and  I cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  Importance  of  your  Council 
accepting  this  problem  as  a problem  for  viilch  they  must  accept  responsibility.  In  complete  dlsassoclatlon 
with  any  possible  future  alterations  In  the  present  system  of  control  or  administration.

The  only  comnent  I wish  to  offer  under  this  heading  Is  first  the  problem  which  may  be  developing 
on  account  of  the  very  large  building  programme  which  Is  taking  place  In  the  Council's  district. 

The  Council  will  recall  that  the  parishes  adjacent  to  York  were  sewered  and  provided  with 
piped  water  supplies  between  the  war  periods,  and  I think  it  is  true  to  say  that  only  to  a very 
limited  extent  was  this  the  case  on  the  borders  of  the  city  outside  this  Council's  area.  This, 

In  ray  view,  has  given  rise  to  an  unprecedented  development  In  the  area  which  Is  not  being  matched 
within  the  city,  nor  in  any  other  district  adjacent  to  the  city.  Apart  from  general  administrative 
problems  associated  with  such  a programme,  the  schemes  of  sewerage  which  the  Council  provided  and 
wiilch  were  designed  to  serve  existing  properties,  together  with  provision  for  normal  anticipated 
development,  never  envisaged  the  mass  programmes  v\rtiich  have  in  fact  gone  forward.  This,  therefore. 

In  my  opinion.  Is  a matter  of  some  great  importance  to  the  Coimicll,  that  they  should  recognise  the  fact 
that  development  on  this  scale,  which  could  never  have  been  envisaged,  makes  It  abundantly  clear  that 
the  general  principles  of  the  scheme  are  not  suitable  to  the  purpose  and  function  v/hlch  vrfll  be 
expected  of  them  if  this  building  programme  continues.  A building  enterprise  of  this  extent 

requires  an  equally  enterprising  outlook  on  the  provision  of  servlcesv  and  unless  curtailment  Is 
achieved  or  saturation  point  reached,  or  alternatively  other  areas  take  some  of  the  load,  some  consid- 
erable and  costly  reorganisation  will  become  inevitable.  It  is  frequently  said,  in  this  connection, 
that  the  ratepayers  are  getting  the  benefit  of  the  rateable  value,  but  It  is  very  clear,  if  any  thought 
Is  given  to  this  matter,  that  provisions  on  the  scale  vdilch  I envisage  will  become  necessary,  and  can 
only  be  achieved  not  out  of  the  rateable  value  produced  by  these  properties  at  the  present  rate  level, 
but  out  of  these  properties  together  with  all  existing  properties  on  a much  higher  rate  level,  and  I 
think  that  this  problem  merits  the  very  careful  consideration  of  the  members  of  the  Council. 

The  only  further  point  I wish  to  mention  Is  that  connections  of  existing  properties  to  the 
Council's  sewerage  system  are  proceeding  slowly,  and  one  cannot  avoid  the  thought  that  they  should  be 
speeded  up  and  full  advantage  of  the  services  which  have  been  provided  taken.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


I have  already  referred  to  the  weekly  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage  which  takes  place 
thrtjughout  the  Councll*s  area*  The  most  Important  Item  In  this  connection  which  will  require 

the  consideration  of  the  Council  Is  the  difficulty  now  being  encountered  In  maintaining  a satisfactory 
service  vihlch  Is  catering  for  many  hundreds  more  houses,  due  to  building  progress,  than  It  was 
designed  for.  The  service  Is  not  suffering  at  the  present  time,  as  it  Is  being  maintained  by 

overtime  working  and  by  relief  vehicles  helping  out  on  the  heavier  days.  The  winter  period  will 

be  a testing  time  when  the  quantities  made  available  for  collection  are  always  at  their  heaviest. 
Whilst  this  overtime  and  relief  working  can  continue  for  a period,  It  vrill  reach  the  stage  when  It 
will  be  an  economical  propostlon,  and  It  Is  necessary  therefore  that  as  soon  as  possible  the  whole 
scheme  be  revised.  In  view  of  the  gate  collections,  which  Is  your  Council’s  policy,  this  Is  not 

an  easy  task,  by  reason  of  the  large  variation  In  yield  and  time  of  collection  between  one  parish  and 
another.  A scheme  to  be  effective  must  be  calculated  as  far  as  this  Is  possible  to  give  a full 

working  day  to  the  teams,  but  yet  be  capable  of  fulfilment,  as  no  collections  can  be  made  the  day 
after  they  are  due  as  bins  put  out  at  gates  are  then  returned  to  the  house  If  not  collected.  Gate 
collection  schanes  lose  a certain  amount  of  their  flexibility  by  the  need  to  define  specifically  each 
day.’s  work. 

I thou^t  It  would  be  of  Interest  to  the  Council,  particularly  as  members  have  asked  from 
time  to  time  what  would  be  the  difference  In  cost  between  a gate  collection  and  a door  collection, 
to  quote  the  cost  returns  which  were  made  to  the  Municipal  Treasurers  4 years  ago.  Of  77  rural 
districts  whose  costs  were  submitted,  having  a population  range  between  11,000  and  87,000,  43 
collected  from  the  door  of  the  property  and  34  from  the  curb.  The  average  cost  of  collection 
from  the  door  was  £1,467  per  1,000  properties,  and  the  average  cost  of  collection  from  the  curb  was 
£903  per  1,000.  This  represents  an  Increased  cost  of  6oja,  and  I think  that  this  can  be  taken  as 
a fair  representation  of  the  Increased  cost  vAilch  would  arise  were  a door  collection  to  be  undertaken 
In  this  area.
